Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD is deemed objectionable under s3(2)(a), s3(2)(b), and s3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act. The 
DVD is a sexually explicit Japanese production that mostly consists of three separate scenes of 
young Japanese women dressed as schoolgirls being bound in rope by a masked man and 





subjected to rape and other degrading sexual conduct under coercion. He forces them to endure 
a wide range of acts against their will including aggressive fellatio, intercourse, enemas, and sexual 
conduct with each other. The DVD is a commercial production and is intended to be sexually 
arousing. 

The publication therefore promotes and supports the use of violence and coercion to compel 
persons to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct, and also tends to promote and support 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, and the use of excrement and urine in 
association with degrading and dehumanising sexual conduct. 

The classification of this publication interferes with freedom of expression, but this is an 
outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) are 
deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of 
expression that reflects the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the availability of 
publications that promote and support sexual coercion, the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes, and the use of excrement and urine to degrade people.
